The accident was caused by 
the "freight crew failing to ^observe sig- 
nals, on the first section of • the immi- 
grant train that another section was. fol- 
lowing. The immigrant .t'raixi' caught 
fire and wa$ entirely destroyed, 


TRAIX- CREWS ESCAPE,. 


AH the injured will bo taken to the 


Mercy hospital at Chicago on a special 
train aftoT the injuries have been, attend- 
ed,to-by a corps of physicians from this 
city.. All of the train.crew on both 
.trains escaped except the fireman on tho 
immigrant train who was killed. Both 
engines were demolished. , A wrecking 
cre\v from Chicago is now.at the scene 
of the accident clearing away the wreck- 
age. The immigrants consisted of Rus- 
sian Jews, Servians and .Poles and were 
enroute via Chicago to the northwest. 


NO SIGNAL GIVEN. 


The immigrant train was the second 


section oi the regular express and the 
first section did'not carry any signal to 
indicate that the second section was fol- 
lowing. Tie freight train pulled out on 
the main track nnd met the immigrant 
train on a curve. Engineers and firemen 
saved themselves by jumping, though the 
engineer ' on the passenger was badly 
scalded by escaping steam. The pass- 
engers were asleep when the accident oc- 
curred and many were killed while they 
slept. 
The scenes that followed were 


heart rending, for the cars took fire at 
once and man}' were caught 
in 
the 


wreckage and were unable to release 
themselves before theflaroes reached them 
and were consumed. Cries, of the dying 
filled the air and those who were not 
badly hurt tried to save'others/but they 
were not very successful as the flames 
drove them back. 


A number of the cars of tho immi- 


grant train were hurled down a ten foot 
embankment.

CITIES EXPOSED TO TYPHOID 


State Board of Health Afrild of the Fever 


From S*w«v* In Lnkv. 


The state board of health in its lat- 


est bulletin criticises the manner in 
which the sewage of all lake cities is 
disposed of and calls attention to the 
fact that the residents of all such cities 
are exposed to typhoid fever or other 
intestinal disease.?. Sewage is discharg- 
ed within a few thousand feet of the 
city water supply intakes, it 
alleges, 


and the water is thus 
contaminated, 


causing numerous cases of the diseases 
mentioned. 


Frequent tests have been-made of the 


water in this city by officers of the Ra- 
cine Water company and in all of those 
it is reported little of any vegetable 
matter has been found. According to 
the report of the state board, however, 
all of the cities disposing of teir sewage 
as does Racine, is liable to diseases of 
thOit kind and urges that prompt action 
of some kind be taken in the matter, 
all of the cities disposing of their n^wa'ge 
Bhonld be made use of according to the 
physicians who compose 
the 
health 


board.

Hundreds of people were attracted to 


the river front yesterday afternoon when 
fire was discovered in the forecastle of 
the steamer D. C. Whitney which is dis- 
charging a cargo of coal-at'the Pcmpsey 
docks. The whistle - at the docks was 
blown repeatedly and hundreds of peo- 
ple flocked to the scene. Some unknown 
person turned in an alarm of fire "from 
the box at the corner of East State and 
Main streets, bringing out the entire' de- 
partment with the exception

When the department arrived at tha 


scene the boat crew. was working hard 
with a small stream, making little im- 
pression. Two large .city streams were 
turned into the burning, forecastle and 
in a short time it was flooded and the 
fire extinguished. 


The fire ate its way through a frame 


partition • into the captain's room, burn- 
ing up 
considerable 
clothing. Other 


members of the crew lost clothing also, 
nnd several of them dashed into 
the 


burning quarters at the risk of their 
lives to save their property. The origin 
of the fire is unknown, but it is believed 
to have been caused by a cigar stump'

The government lias on hand, • he .said, 
silver enough to keep the mints in oper- 
ation for some time to come and he re- 
gards the present prices as too high to 
warrant the government in making any 
more purchases at those figures. 


Secretary Shaw today,said that he saw 


no present need of going to the assist- 
ance of-the money market and that «s 
before .stated by, him, -unless conditions 
materially change, he will-adhere to his 
intention not to refund, buy bonds or 
increase deposits. 


The treasury department began its 


present purchases August 6, and .since 
that time approximately five and a half 
million ounces, have been purchased at 
prices ranging from 05% cents to 71.92 
per ounce. '

. 'DIED OF HBAKT; FAILURE. .

EXCITEMENT WAS INTENSE. 


The rapidly succeeding 
fires, 
the 


'crowds of evicted tenants, and the tor 
rifying rumors' spread, through the neigh- 
borhood, with the constant appearance 
and reappearance of the fin)'engines, and 
the big squads of police 'raised the peo- 
ple throughout the vicinity to' a high 
pitch of excitement which did-not lesson 
until daylight brought a measure of as- 
surance thr.t the •incendiarism was stop- 
ped for a while. .The excitement: spread 
even to Broadway, and in the Marie An- 
toinette, Ansoniu, Empire and other big 
hotels in the neighborhood of Lincoln 
Square the guests were aroused-by the 
commotion. In St. Paul hotel at tho 
southeast corner of Sixty-first street and 
Columbus avenue, and .the Hotel Hudson 
at Sixty-second street, both close to the 
fires, all the 'guests wore aroused,. and

•FLED IN 'NIGHT ATTIRE. 


All the -houses where the fires occurred 


were flat houses. Three of them were 
occupied by whites and two by negroes. 
Most of'the tenants were in bed when 
the fires broke out, and escaped to the 
•treets in the scantiest clothing. 


The first fire was in a five story tene- 


ment house at 105 West Sixtieth street, 
occupied by five families, all of whom es- 
caped. Mrs. Caroline Swain, the woman 
whoso death was induced by fright, lived 
in the adjoining house, and had been 
taken by her daughter to a window in 
preparation for flight from the house 
when she collapsed and died. 


The firemen were still busy, fighting 


that flro when the second blaze began at 
137 West Sixtieth stret, in a lot o£ rub- 
bish in the basement. Allv the tenants 
escaped. 


JUMPED WITH CHILD. 


At the third ftre-at 215 West Sixtieth 


•treat there were several narrow escapes 
and daring rescues of the tenants. Wm. 
Murray, who lived on the -third floor, 
carried out five of his children, and 
James Smith, a spectator, went into the 
house ..and. .brought the sixth • Murray 
child down to the second floor window 
and jumped with it in .bis .arms to the 
sidewalk..'

An hour later "the fourth fire, was dis-

The fifth and worse of., the fires was dis- 
covered at 110 West Sixty-first street at 
' 3 a. iu. while the street- was still throng- 


ed with fri^.^oned and excited people. 
There were twenty apartments in the 
building an<J the escape of the occupants 
of the upper iloors wa.e cut off by a 
blaze in the (oxer hall. The tenants 
were so dazed that they were in danger 
of losing their lives when policemen and' 
firemen went u,p on the fire escapes and 
brought them down. Adrian Tompkins 
who lived on the top floor, lingered so: 
long that he was painfully burned while 
climping down the fire'escape.

Says the Kenosh.a News of Thursday: 


Supervisor of Assessments William H. 
Harrison today gave to the public his 
rnnual report to the county board and 
it contains some interesting reading.

The total tonnage of the British navy 
buiit is 1.640,7fi5 i:nd building 211,03!); 
that of Franco is 609,037 built and 
189,320 building; in the United States 
it is 525,070 built. 205,226 building; in 
Germany 4B7.4SO built, 110,680 building; 
Japan 348,141 built, 104,250 building; 
Russia 254,040 built, ^.i,8S5 building; 
Italy 202,993 built, 832,324 building;

There are thirty specific counts against 


the men nnd it is alleged that the con- 
spiracy was in operation from 1892 to 
Jan. 1, 1905. The indictments 
further 


assert that the defective tubes 
were 


placed in boilers on twelve war vessels, 
among them being the Louisiana, upon 
which "President Roosevelt is now mak- 
ing his trig to Panama. 


VESSELS' ARE^NAMED. 


The other vessels named in the indict- 


ment ns having -the defective tubes are 
the Maine, the Pennsylvania, the. Geor- 
gia, the Colorado, the Vermont, 
the 


Maryland, the TennessA, the Washing- 
ton,"the Minnesota, the Nebraska 
and 


the Charleston. 


The chief danger from the defective 


tubes is said to be explosion. If one 
tube on a ship should explode the entire 
battery of boilers might break loose 'and 
sink or destroy the vessel. 


It is estimated that fully 10,000 defec- 


tive seamless steel tubes have been fur: 
uiijhed to the government, for which has- 
been paid considerably more than $100,- 
000. 
. 


The indications are that the navy de- 


partment at Washington is in part to 
blame for the installation of defective 
tubes in war ships. When the nilegation 
that unsound tubes had been shipped 
was first made it was made directly'to 
the navy department, but after a per- 
functory investigation the story was de- 
clared groundless and nothing further 
was done.
